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THE DAIRY FARMERS’ | 
OUTLOOK.’ 
IRELAND AND HER 
COMPETITORS. 


Almost identical problems were considered 
at the annual meetings of the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society and the Ulster 
Agricultural Organisation Society, held last 


foréfront oí the agricultural: landscape, and 
this is natural, seeing that new developments 
in the marketing of. butter have demanded 
their attention for. some years. Mr. Nolle, 
who presided over the Belfast meeting, an- 
nounced a creamery turnover for the Six 
Counties of over £1,000,000—the highest total 
recorded: for: many years. Sir Horace Plun- 
kett was able on the following day to point 
to the remarkable achievement of Irish Assv- 
ciated Creameries with its turnover of two 
and a half millions,.an achievement which is 
being watched with sympathetic interest in 
Belfast 


No Shortage of Supplies. 

The question arises, however, as always 
at the opening of the “ fiush’’ season, 
whether the Irish dairy farmer can hope to 
accomplish a HAEAT business during the 
oncoming summer, and, as usual, no forecast 
can be infallibly made. © Taking stock of ex- 
isting facts and predicting probabilities from 
them is unavoidable, and, if done in a cautious 
spirit, may prove helpful. The severe and 
late spring which visited so large an area 
of Europe had made observers anticipate a 
shortage of supplies, and consequent apprecia- 
tion in price; but this has been offset partiv 
by a recovery in weather conditions during 
the last few weeks, and still more by the on- 
coming Australian, New Zealand. and even 
Baltic. supplies. Siberian butter is again on 
the market. Argentine is coming in in larger 
quantities than last year. The Baltic States 
have been keeping up their industry effect- 
ively; and although Poland, considered as a 
butter exporter, has been under what is gener- 
ally regarded as a. deserved sticma, that 
will not last: permanently, and the cloud will 
probably be dispelled during.the course of the 
year. 

How valuable the dairying industry is to 
the Australian and: New Zealand exporters 
may he . gathered from the § fact 
that one of their. principal  dairy- 
ing organs recommends farmers to ure 
the Governments of these Commonwealths 
to get into contact with the Government of 
Great Britain, with a view to having the 
taxes on tea, coffee, and cocoa abolished and 
taxes on fruit and butter exported by 
countries outside the British Empire sub- 
stituted for them. Whilst that policy will 
certainly not find acceptance in Britain in 
the near future, there is evidence of a grow- 
ing homogeneity on the part of colonial ex- 
porters, who. whilst they have their own 
differences—those between New Zealand and

Danish, which only beats it by 1s., and 
French unsalted, which is the same price as 
the best Irish. This situation lends itself to 
mild optimism, but must be set against some 
other facts. This quotation is 1s. less than 
that for the same week of last year; on cer- 
tain markets where the sale is normally good 
it-is not quoted, probably because the supply 
is small, and in one or two the differential 
price for New Zealand and Danish rules higher 
than the. general figures quoted above.  : 

Two morals may be drawn from these 


in their effect, have not. been operating for a 
long enough time as yet wholly to effect 
their object. Thanks to these influencés—

The Factors Making for Improvement 


What then are the prospects that the 
efforts of the Irish farmer will result in an 
improvement of his position on the market 
during the present’ season? This depends 
largely, we think, on three factors—produc- 
tion, average quality, and a commonsense 
understanding of the marketing situation. 
There is reason to hope that the first of 
these will undergo improvement. There may 
be temptation during the coming summer to 
rear more beef cattle, if the prospects of 
reduced Argentine exports to these islands 
are fulfilled and beef prices rise, but that 
will not, we think, seriously affect the milk 
production of the present year. Against it 
we may put the new areas in the Midlands 
and the West recently segregated to dairy- 
ing. There should be relatively more 
creamery butter and relatively less factory 
than last year. 

The trade paper quoted from puts the 
quotation for Irish factory butter on May 4 
at nought. Last year it stood, at the same 
date, at 139s. to 155s., or, on the average 
£1 per cwt. below the price of creamery. 
We believe the gain to farmers from the 
gradual substitution of creamery for factory 
butter will be steady and cumulative. 

The decision of the Department of Agri 
culture to put into operation as regards 
factory butter the restriction to 16 per cent. 
of the water content will either throw some 
of this butter off the market or will improve 
the make. Either result, tends towards an 
improved average price. When we add that 
dairy farmers in remote districts are realis- 
ing what they lose by remaining outside the 
creamery movement, it is evident that the 
tendency towards improved quality. is a 
factor to be hopefully regarded this year. 


The Farmers’ Rivals and His Friends 

But if farmers are to profit effectively 
from the prospective advantages arising from 
an improved and increasing production they 
and their creameries must learn the lesson 
which all other countries are learning; they 
must place their product on the market, in 
bulk; they must stand together and, 
by common action, improve their segoteat: 12 
machinery ; above all, they must not undersell 
eath other on the British market. It is quite 
simple to do all this, and if it is not done, 
even at the cost of apparent temporary dis- 
advantages, they and their industry will 
suffer. .¢ 4% as ; = 

We are Well aware that it is possible, im 
the short mun, to reap en immediate, and 
even coctiionslly spectacular, though brief, 
advantage from exploiting, for p¥ivate gain, 
a price tion sec by common action ; 
but in the long run the cost of ‘this sharp 
practice is disastrous not only to those who 
are undercut on the market, but to the 
short-sighted exploiter himself. We will not 
say that the industry has nothing to fear 
from the honest and inevitable competition 
of overseas rivals; for although Ireland is 
amongst the foremost producers for the Eng- 
lish market, it is not, as it should easily 
become, the Jeading producer. . 

Bat, balancing losses with gains, our posi- 
tion there is reasonably good. It is our own 
producers we have to fear: those not yet fully 
efficient, who keep down prices for others: 
those who are foolish enough to allow small 
apparent gain to seduce them from allegi- 
ance to their more loyal fellows, and those, 
above all, who deliberately play into the 
hands of-our competitors in a race for under- 
selling. The coming season may prove diffi- 
cult unless these things are understood and 
the farmer is shrewd enough to distinguish

A CO. MEATH EXAMPLE. . 


One of the most interesting poultty fatms | 
in the coun is that pares b i P. 
Alley, near Athboy, Co. Meath. The: breeds 
kept are White Leghorns White " Wiy&h- 
dottes and Light Sussex, and. the extent 
of the business may be gathered from the 
fact that this year 2,000 chickens were 
reared’ on the semi-intensive system. In 
other words, they were not allowed out in 
the open until eight weeks old. As soon as 
the birds leave the incubator they are 
placed in the ni¢ely-regulated atmosphere of 
a Wrenall hoover. 

Judging by the appearance of some 350 
three-day-old chicks, which the Irish Times 
Agricultural Correspondent saw, this heover 
is an excellent foster-mother. It is aniver- 
sally used all over Lancashire, where 
poultry-keeping is carried on extensively. 
Each hoover fosters about 200 chicks, and 
they seem to do well in the process. As 
they grow the chicks are removed to other 
hoovers, gradually getting cooler, until the 
cockerels and pullets find themselves in a 
laying house, where there is no heat what- 
ever. 

Every poultry-house on the farm, of which 
eighteen acres are devoted to poultry, 1s 
built on the Lancashire principle, with mair 
of light and ventilation, partly fitted wit 
windolite, so as to give the birds the full 
benefit’ of the son. There are twelve laying 
houses, and every layer is trapnested, so as 
to keep up the level of production. Any hen 
that does not lay well over 50 first-grade 
eggs between October and February 1s not 
kept in the flock: Thus it has been possible 
to build up a strain of winter layers. 

The cockerels are disposed of when ready 
for the market, and find a quick sale in Lon-

INSUFFICIENT HOSPITAL 
ACCOMMODATION. 


From Our NDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 

A serious situation, which is due to over- 
crowding in Cork Fever Hospital, was re- 
vealed at & meeting of South Cork Board of 
Public Assistance to-day, when the City 
Manager. Mr. P. Monahan, admitted that at 
certain times of the year, owing to lack of 
accommodation, it was not possible to keep 
patients in the institution for the full time. 
This difficulty arose principally in the case of 
diphtheria patients, he said. 

The question was raised by the Chairman, 
Mr. W. J. Broderick, who pointed out that 
one of the Board’s dispensary officers implied 
some time ago that some of those patients 
were discharged and sent back home still 
carrying the disease. 

Mr. Monahan stated that it was only when 
the hospital was overcrowded that pstient« 
were discharged in Jess than fout weeks, and 
he further outlined a scheme for immunisa- 
tion against diphtheria that was : 
adopted in Cork. If 
cessful, they

TWO FARMERS CHARGED. 

Stephen Hawkins, Ballinagreeve, and‘ John 

Deeley, Birrague, mers, were charged at 
Loughrea District Court with having, on 
March 23rd last, at ny ony “ú attempted to 
murder Matthew Healy by firing at him with 
a loaded firearm. 
Matthew Healy, a Royal Irish Constebu- 
lary ioner and shopkeeper in Loughrea, 
who has an auxiliary business at Sonnagh, 
said that at 8 o'clock on the night of March 
23 he left the hut at Sonnagh to feed his 
pony. When he had gone some distance 
along the road he received a shot in the 
right hip.

John Deeley, in a statement to the Guards, 
stated that he was visiting a friend four 
miles away at the time of the shooting, and 
Stephen Hawkins stated that he wag in his 
own house at the time. 

A remand was granted to the next Court 
at Loughrea on May 21.

These events 
aye no longer novelties at Ballsbridge; but 
even if they wefe not. most spectators have 
grasped by now something ef the principles 
of the displays, and, therefore, enjoy them 
much more than when they were altogether 
new to their eyes.
